Washington, Mareh 21.—President Wilson today called congress iuto 
extra session for April 2. 
He has decided to meet Germany’s high seas 
affronts with sweeping action. 


War today seemed just ahead. 
Congress will be asked to consider 
aggressive steps to he taken toward Germany. 
Wjth a state of war ad­ 
mit edly existing as a result of U-boat attacks on American merchant ships, 
a declaration of war may he the first action taken by congress. 
If the

president does not ask. a war declaration, congress may demand one. 


Active steps will be taken to put 
the American navy on a war footing. 
Possibility of averting open hostility 
with Germany appears to have been 


killed. 
The 
president’s 
decision 
was 
based on a tremendous appeal from 
the country for 
revenge 
for Ger­ 
many’s 'killing of American citizens 
and destruction of American 
pro­ 
perty, in contravention of all inter­ 
national law. 
The president’s course marks the 
end of his constant 
efforts to keep 
this county at peace even with Ger­ 
many. 
The president in his proclamation 
said he will send a communication to 
congress regarding the grave mat­ 
ters of national policy which must 
he met immediately. 
Tn reaching 
his 
conviction 
4o 
lay before congress the grave pro­ 
blems of determining 
the 
national 
policy for Germany, 
the 
president 
brought 
to an end a struggle 
for 
peace—not only with 
his advisors 
hut with himself—perhaps the most 
dramatic in history. 
Holding out against argument for 
war-like action until the last, 
tin 
president was loath to take a course 
which 
he believed 
might he con­ 
strued as forcing the issue. 
Appeals were made to him by his 
cabinet and through hundreds of tel­ 
egrams from the people of the coun­ 
try that aggressive action be taken 
immediately. 
His advisors told him 
that to assume 
a positive 
stand 
against Germany 
would be to en­ 
courage the new 
Russian 
govern­ 
ment, hearten the allies troops in the 
f’udd and perhaps create an irresist­ 
ible demand in 
Germany 
for 
the 
overthrow of 
the autocracy system 
and bring everlasting peace to the 
world vastly nearer. 
Among officials virtually the unan­ 
imous opiuion is that in-spite of the 
technical armed neutrality status of 
the United States actually 
a state 
of war exists as the result of the 
ruthless 
destruction 
of 
American 
merchant ships and 
the 
killing of 
American citizens in defiance of in­ 
ternational 
law and of the 
most 
solemn warning one nation can give 
another.

tative plans for further naval ac­ 
tivities were discussed. 


The only argument known to have 
been 
advanced 
in 
official circles 
against the early calling of congress 
was that the president himself can 
do almost everything possible imme­ 
diately. 
But in spite 
of this argu­ 
ment the 
preponderance 
of official 
opinion seemed to be that Congress 
should he summoned just as soon as 
possible so that the full power of the 
government would be assembled in 
Washington. 
A further step in the plans to pro­ 
tect and promote 
American 
com­ 
merce was taken after the cabinet 
meeting when the Federal War Risk 
Bureau, under the direction of Sec­ 
retary McAdoo, 
announced 
a new 
policy of insuring 
American 
ships 
under which policies would he writ­ 
ten on all vessels except those car­ 
rying actual munitions of war. 
Up 
to the present no 
insurance 
was 
granted on ships laden with cargoes 
listed by the belligerents 
as con­ 
traband, and this has barred almost 
every American product.

Following the arraignment special 
attorney general Frank C. Daily told 
the court that many of the indicted 
men had previously asked to 
plead 
guilty but when arraigned 
pleaded 
not guilty. Judge Anderson ordered 
an investigation of the charge 
of 
tampering with the accused men. 
All Gary men indicted pleaded not 
guilty; six of the fourteen Indiana­ 
polis men pleaded guilty; two of the 
eight Frankfort men pleaded 
guilty 
and 
38 Evansville 
men 
pleaded 
guilty. 
It was believed this 
morning be­ 
fore the arraignment that a majority 
of those indicted wouM plead 
not

The city council and taxpayers in 
general have about come to the con­ 
clusion that a city primary is 
not 
worth the price. 
While 
the recent 
primary was cheaper than any city 
election ever held here, its cost was 
slightly over 45 cents a vote. 
Fig­ 
ures were available last night after 
the council allowed 
the claims for 
the primary election. 
The total cost of the primary was 
$424. 
A 
total of 936 
votes 
was 
east for the candidate 
for mayor, 
showing that the city spent 45 cents 
for every voter 
who went to 
the 
polls. 
As is usually the case 
there was 
a wide discrepancy in the bills filed 
by the election inspectors. 
Some in­ 
spectors claims 
were 
for as much 
as three days’ services and at $3 a 
day and put their clerks, judges and 
sheriffs 
in for 
two 
days. 
After 
threshing 
the thing out the council 
reached an agreement whereby all of 
the precincts were made uniform. 
The inspectors in every precinct 
and all of the 
other officials 
were 
allowed pay 
for two 
days. 
Each 
precinct 
had 
one 
inspector, 
two 
clerks, two judges and two sheriffs, 
making the total 
cost 
for officials 
alone $28. 
Other items „ of expense 
were rent and meals. 
Four of the 
precincts 
cost 
$54 
each, one cost $52 and the remaining 
one cost $59. 
The board of election 
commissioners was allowed a total 
of $50. 
The printing of the ballots 
and other election supplies cost $37. 
It is estimated that the city elec­ 
tion next November will cost over 
twice as much as the primary. 
The 
council will probably have to create 
an additional precinct 
in each 
of 
the three wards and 
this alone will 
bring the cost up.

The president's 
decision 
was 


based on a tremendous appeal from 
the country, for 
revenge

many's 'killing of American citizens 
and destruction of American pro- 
perty, in contravention of all inter- 
national law. 


The president's course marks the 


end of his constant 
efforts to keep 


this county at peace even wiih Ger- 
many. 


The president in his proclamation 


said he will send a commnnicntion to 
congress regarding the grave mat- 
ters of national policy which must 
be met immediately. 


In reaching 
his 
conviction -to 


lay before congress the grave pro- 
blems of determining the 
national 


policy for Germany, the president 
brought 
to an end a struggle for 


pPa(>P—not only with 
his advisors 


but with himself—perhaps the most 
dramatic in history. 


Holding out against argument for 


war-like action until the last, 
the 


president was loath to take a course 
which 
he believed might be con- 


strued as forcing the issue. 


Appeals were made to him by hi; 


cabinet, and through hundreds of tel- 
egrams from the people of the coun- 
try that aggressive action be taken 
immediately. His advisors told him 
that to assume a positive 
stand 


against Germany 
would be to en- 


courage the new Russian 
govern- 


ment, hearten the allies troops in the 
field and perhaps create an irresist- 
ible demand in Germany ,for the, 
overthrow of the antocracy system' 
and bring everlasting peace to the 
world vastly nearer. • 


Among officials virtually'the unan- 


imous opinion is'that in* spite of the 
technical armed neutrality status of 
the United States actually a state 
of war exists as the result of the 
ruthless destruction of American 
merchant ships and .the killing of

The only argument known to have 


been advanced 
in official circles 


against the early calling of congress 
was that, the president himself can 
do almpst everything possible imme- 
diately. But in spite of this argu- 
ment the preponderance of official 
opinion seemed to be that Congress 
should be summoned just as soon as 
Vossible so that the full power of the 
government would be assembled in 
Washington. 


A further step in the plans to pro-

Many Claims are Cut Down, inspec- 


tors Being Allowed But Two Days 


—Less Than City Election 


The city council and taxpayers in 


general have about come to the con- 
clusion that a city primary is not 
worth the price. While the recent 
primary was cheaper than any city 
election ever held here, its cost was 
"slightly over 45 cents a vote. Fig- 
ures were available last night after 
the council allowed .the claims for 
the primary election. 


-The total -co,stv of the-primary was 


$424 A total ot 93i(rT votes was 
cast for the candidate for mayor, 
showing that the city spent 45 cents 
for every voter who went to 
the 


polls. 


As is usually the case vthere was 


a wide discrepancy in the bills filed 
by the election inspectors. Some in- 
spectors claims were for as much 
as three days' services and at $3 a 
day and put their clerks,' judges and 
sheriffs 
in for 
two days. 
After 


threshing the thing out the council 
reached an agreement whereby all of 
the precincts were made.uniform. 


The inspectors in every precinct 


and all of the other officials 
were 


allowed pay for two days. Each 
precinct had 
one inspector,

clerks, two judges and two sheriffs, 
making the total 
cost for officials 


alone $28. Other items , of expense 
were rent and meals.

Judge Sparks Make. Decision in 


Claim of County Treasurer 


Against Folger Estate 


NO RULING LIKE IT IN STATE 


•• Under a decision of Judge Sparks 
the inheritance tax on an estate be- 
gins to accrue at the time of death 
and not after the estate has been ap- 
praised for inheritance 
tax pur- 


poses. .The decision was given 
iri 


the claim of John 0. Willianisj irons'-! 
•urer of• Bush'- connty-against the e 
tate of Pheobe Folger, Decking 
to 


collect the tax and interest from the 
date of her death. 
Judge 
Sparks 


held that this was the intent of the 
law and awarded the county judg- 
ment for $437:68 inheritance tai and 
$79.87 interest. 


The court pointed but in his de- 


cision that the tax is paid upon in- 
icritanccs and not upon ah estate 
arid that as soon as a person died 
he inheritance was left thus miik'-i 
ng the tax accrue 
from date of 


death. The question'has never been 
decided in the Indiana supreme court' 
>ut the court cited several decisions 
'rom the higher 
courts 
of other 


states to uphold this contention. ,
